End Date, Female, Male, African American, American Indian or Alaska Native, Asian, Hispanic, Native Hawaiian or Other Pacific Islander, Two or 
more races, White, English Learner, Economically Disadvantaged, Students with Disability, Foster, Gifted and Talented, Homeless, Military 
Connected, Enrollment Type, and Report Run Date. 
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The Aggregate Report will generate in PDF format.  The report will be grouped by student counts by grade level and 
demographic groups for the school selected or district wide. 
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If Individual Aggregates was selected, the report will generate in Excel format.  Each row provides an aggregate total for a 
school in the district. The fields provided are: Academic Year, District Number, District Name, School Number, School Name, 
Female, Male, African American, American Indian or Alaska Native, Asian, Hispanic, Native Hawaiian or Other Pacific Islander, 
Two or more races, White, Total Students, Total Graduates, English Learners, Economically Disadvantaged, Students with 
Disabilities, Foster Care, Gifted and Talented, Homeless, Military Connected and Report Run Date.
